Cuba Is Being Reduced to a 
Desolate Island. 

RESIDENTS CRYING FOR PEACE. 



Export* or 8u B ar and Tobacco Decreased 
to a Mere Nothlng>-The United States 
Will Not Kit., on,,. the Insurgents a* 
Belligerent*— Spain Say* the War Must 
Oo On— Other Cubau War News. 

Washington, Oct. 21.— Should Spain 
fail to crush out the Cuban insurrection, 
intervention by the United States, 
either alone or in conjunction with 
other powers, would be welcomed not 
only by the patriots, but by every resi- 
dent of Cuba taring the welfare of the 
island at heart. Even the Spanish resi- 
dents, with the exception of a few men 
holding military or civil appointments 
under the crown, would be glad to gee 
the war terminated by any means short 
of the humiliation of Spain. 

The statistics of Cuba's trade with the 
United States afford a striking illustra- 
tion of how this country has suffered 
from the war. General Weyler's order 
prohibiting the further export of tobac- 
co called the attention of the world to 
the fact that this industry bad been so 
nearly destroyed that the Cuban plan- 
tations were no longer able to supply 
more than was needed for consumption 
r>n the island. The Importance of this 
single Cuban product is shown by the 

tact that the United State* alone pur- 
chased Cuban tobacco and cigars to the 
amount of more than 110.000,000 annu-

ially, is the sugar product of Cuba. Its 
exportation lias not bee n prohibited, but 
its production has practically ceased. 
The total imports of Cuban sugar for 
the first eight months of 1898 amounted 
to only $0,204, ISO, as against $10,241), 104 
for the first eight months of lHOo. 
The annual production of the island 

li about 1,000,000 tons. 

Cuba is now a blighted country, and 
yet, under a proper government, with 
the enforcement of the law and the pre- 
servation of law guaranteed, there is 
scarcely a limit to her wealth. It is 
estimated by statisticians familiar with 
the natural resources of the island, that 
an annual export trade of more than 
$300,000,000 could be built up in a few 
years. 

PATRIOTS MU ST FIGHT ALONG. 

The United State* Government Will Not 
Kecognlze the Cuban Insurgents. 

Washington, Oct. 12.— It can bo 
stated on good authority that there has 
been no change in the declared policy 
of the government with respect to Cuba, 
nor is any contemplated. As is well 
known the sympathies of the adminis- 
tration, as individuals, in a large meas- 
ure, are with the insurgents, but if they 
gain their independence, it will be 
without any intervention, other than 
amicable on the part of Mr. Cleveland. 

From the inception of the present dif- 
ficulties in Cuba the administration has 
used all reasonable diligence in prevent- 
ing the fitting out in this country of 
hostile expeditions against the Spanish 
authority in Cuba, and this vigilance 
will be continued to the end. The gov- 
ernment has taken this course for the 
purpose of showing to the world that in- 
ternational law is held sacred in the 
United States, and also for the purpose 
of making it impossible for Spain to 
successfully pre Mecute any claims against 
the United States for damages growing 
out of filibustering expeditions, as might 
be the cue* were the officials less alert 
in preventing such expeditions, and in 
prosecuting offenders. 

It can bo stated also that the sending 
of the revenue cutter Windom to sea 
with scaled orders lias no special signifi- 
cance whatever beyond the purpose of 
the treasury department officials to keep 
secret from Cuban agents the move- 
ments of the revenue fleet. Hitherto 
insurgent agents in this country, through 
Cuban sympathizers, have managed to 
secure all necessary information regard- 
ing any contemplated movement, even 
in advance of our own officers, and as a 
result the purposes of the government 
have been defeated. This has occurred 
so often that tho officials have deter- 
mined to put a stop to it, as far as possi- 
ble, by issuing sealed orders to the cap- 
tains of revenue cutters, which orders 
are not to be opened until well at sea. 



PASSED THE CENSORSHIP. 

Theae Dispatches 1'eriiiltted to lie Sent 
Out by i .. ... . u Weyler. 

Havana, Oct. 21. — The supreme court 
of war and marine has ordered the prep- 
aration of new cases against the crew of 
the Aineiican scluxmer Competitor, who 
will now be tried before an ordinary 
marine courtmartial. Tho preliminary 
steps have already been taken. Laborrd, 
the commander of the schooner, and 
Melton, the American newspaper corre- 
spondent, will be tried in accordance 
with tho provisions of the treaty of 
1821. 

Consul General Lee is in good health 
and the report circulated by La Lucia 
in a dispatch from Washington to the 
effect that the general had asked to be 
recalled, is classed untrue. 

Four boats marked "Three Friends" 
have been found on the beach south of 
Jrxugue, province of Santa Clara. 

During the month of September there 
were 20,288 sick persons in the hospitals, 
of which number 1 ,082 died from differ- 
ent causes, 744 died of yellow fever and 
23 died from wounds received in fight- 
ing the insurgents. 



How the Home Government I* Deceived. 

Madrid, Oct. 21.— The shipment of 
2o,00<> reinforcements to Cuba will be- 
gin curly in November. 

A dispatch from Havana to The Im- 
parcial says that in the recent fighting 
in Pinar del Rio province, Maceo lost a 
number of officers, including his chief 
supporters. His men, the dispatch 
says, are split up and wandering about 
the country without camps and without 
food. 

War Must Oo On. 

London, Oct. 21.— A dispatch from 
Madrid say Scuor Canovas, the premier, 
declares that the statement that Spain 
will abandon Cuba unless the war is con- 
cluded in March is false and ridiculous. 
The premier adds that nothing could 
exceed the loyal conduct of President 
Cleveland and bia cabinet toward Spain. 



SENATOR MORRILL RC- ELECTED. 

A Very Important Event Take, I'laoe in 
Vermont'! State House. 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct. 21.— Justin S. 
Morrill of Strafford was re-elected 
United States senator from Vermont 
yesterday afternoon. 

In the senate no other name was pre- 
sented and Senator Moirill received the 
entire 30 votes. 

In the house Mr. Morrill received 219 
votes and Herbert F. Brigham of Eak- 
irsfield, Democratic candidate, receivid 
17. 

In the joint assembly this afternoon 
Senator Morrill's election will be form- 
ally made.

When on the 4th 
of March next he is formally inducted 
into the office which he has filled for ISO 
Teon. he will commence a term which 
bids fair to break all records of member- 
ship in the national senate.

WORK OF SALVATION. 

Uniformed Evangelist Army of the Knlsco- 
pal Church. 

New York, Oct. 21.— The Herald 
says : The Protestant Episcopal church 
of the United State's is about to organize 
an army of uniformed evangelists, who 
will be under military discipline and 
compete with the Salvation Army and 
the American Volunteers in the field of 
Christian work among the poor. 

This important project was decided on 
at a meeting of prominent clergymen 

from different parts of the country held 
In the church missions house. The mat- 
ter came up for consideration some time 
ago before the Parochial Missions so- 
ciety. A committee of this representa- 
tive body was appointed to investigate 
the army project. The investigating 
committee's report was read and recom- 
mended the adoption of the army 
scheme. A committee was appointed 
and it will at once proceed to make de- 
tails of the organization. 

The plan will include the best features 
of the Salvation Army and of the church 
army of England, from which the for- 
mer {organization sprang. Uniformed 
corps of trained evangelists, under mil- 
itary discipline, will be stationed in dif- 
ferent cities. These men will preach in 
tin* streets, and be aided by bands of 
music. The work ultimately will in- 
clude tho erection of laborers' homes 
and lodging houses for men and rescue 
houses for fallen women. 

LAST TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 

Funeral Service* Over the Remains of the 
Late Henry K. Abbey. 

New York, Oct. 21.— Funeral serv- 
ices over the late Henry E. Abbey, the 
theatrical manager, were held yesterday 
in the church of the Paulist Fathers, 
which was crowded with friends and 
acquaintances of the dead man who had 
assembled to pay the last tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of the dead. 

Among the pallbearers were : A.M. 
Palmer, Augustin Daly, D. O. Mills and 
Walter Dainrosch. 

Many people connected witli the dra- 
matic profession were* present ; also rep- 
resentatives of the Elks and other social 
organizations. 

The chief mourner was Mr. Abbey's 
young daughter, Miss Kittie Abbey. 

The body, after the services, was 
taken to the Grand Central station and 
conveyed in a private car to Auburn- 
dale, Mass., where Mr. Abbey's first 
wife and son are buried.

Sandusky, O., Oct. 21.— Intelligence 
has just reached this city from Locust 
Point that a vessel foundered in the lake 
off that point some time last week. Last 
Thursday, as Captain Cleaver and a 
crew of fishermen were mar their 
grounds they notice a lot of wreckage. 
With the aid of a glass, the captain and 
his crew say they were able to see a 
spar projecting from the vessel some 
distance away. On going to it they 
found that a vessel had been sunk, and 
the captain is of the opinion that it was 
a steamer. 

There was nothing in sight by which 
the name of the boat could be ascer- 
tained, and no information has been re- 
ceived from any source that a boat hat 
been lost, bnt'it is certain that a vessel 
has gone down at that point, and un- 
doubtedly with all on board.

She 
was so impressed that she wrote to In- 
dianapolis that day. A letter came say- 
ing that the son died the night before 
her dream.

The Unique Was ta Kenteeky Strikes An- 
other County. 

Frankkokt, Ky., Oct. 21.— The war 
on toll gates began in this county Sun- 
day night, the Peaks Mill toll gate be- 
ing demolished by unknown parlies. 
Monday night raiders made a concerted 
move on four more gates, which were 
destroyed. 

The raiders went about their work 
quietly, and so far as can be learned no 
particular disorder attended it. The 

poles were removed and in some In- 
stances cut to pieces. Messages were 
left at some of the gates warning 1 he 
keepers that if they were replaced the 
raiders would again visit and burn 
them.

The Kurds, declaring 
that they were executing the sultan's 
will, mercilessly butchered the men, 
kidnaped the prettiest women and girls 
and threw the children into the pits in- 
tend, d for storing corn and buried them 
alive in order to save ammunition.

from Missouri. The militia met the 
miners at the depot and escorted them 
to th> various mines where their serv- 
ices had been engaged. About 1,000 
people were gathered at the depot when 
the train arrived and jeered the Missouri 
men. 

Prosecuting Attorney Dickson asked 
Judge Owens to quash the cases against 
the miners charged with having been 
implicated in the Coronado riot*, which 
resulted in the death of Fireman 
O'Keefe. After considering the cases 
until late in the day, Judge Owens de- 
clined to interfere.

What is left of tiie steanu r to be 
seen is two spars projecting upon the 
ocean beach. 

The survivors were brought to Empire 
City on the tug Columbia. 

None of the bodies lost wer„> recov- 
ered. 

The Arago was built by the Union 
iron works in lv;.">. Her gross tonnage 
Is placed at 947 tons. The craft has 

long been in the coasting trade and is 

one of the best known boats in this part. 
Of late years she has been engaged as 
a collier, carrying coal from Goofl bay 
ports to this city. She was commanded 
DJ Captain Reed. He full complement 
of men and officers was 2ti. 

At this season of the year Coos bay 
bar, SS it is known, is usually not verv 
rough, though at times, if the wind is 
in the right quarter, the seas roll high. 
During October and November it is very 
difficult to tell just bow the bar may act 
and navigators approach the entrance tc 
the bay with more or less trepidation. 

Before jetties were constructed Coos 
bay bar had gained the reputation of 
being one of the worst bars on the coast, 
not excluding the once treacherous en- 
trance to Humboldt bay. The improve* 

incuts of the harbor, however, have re- 
duced the dangers that once existed.

Mrs. Kerstings, or Kusten, has a hus- 
band at Peoria, Ills., and was here car- 
ing for her invalid mother. The injured 
woman was taken to the city hospital, 
where it is not thought she will die, as 
the bullet, which struck her head, did 
not enter the brain.

Now Let Republicans Quit Talk 
Ikg About Kim -Out 
Dollars. 



Rm4 What They Said in 'M ami !*4 on the 
Sulijr-rt of Free Silver-It Was 
All Itight Then.

The American people, from tradition and 
Interest, favor bimetallism, and the Republican 
party demands the use of both gold and silvei as 

standard metwy.— Ba^dbUeta I'lutform, IM 

What a nlghtjf change lias occurred 
in the beliefs and arguments of the Re- 
publican party on the tdlver question 
within four short years. Theirlcainpaign 
literature of 1809 contains the m<>st 
powerful reasons that can be advanced 
to-day for the restoration of the fne 
coinage of silver. 

In 1892 the principal text book of tha 
Republican party was entitled " l i e 
Grand Old Party— Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur, Harrison j It is True to 
the Flag." This book was officially 
sanctioned bv the Republican National 
Committee, and :i,000,000 copies of the 
work were distributed by the committee 
throughout the United States. Here is 
one extract from this text book; it is 
found on page 62: 

It every voter In the I'nlte<l|Statcs were railed 
upon to-day to declare whether he desired the 
use of sliver as well as gold in our monetary 
system, ceitninly as many 81 N MBJH out of every 100 
would ansicr in aJInaoMatfUd an equal pro" 
portion would favor sueh legislation's tended 
directly to bring about tl.c free and unlimited 
coinage of both metals, If they believed the two 
m.tals could bt maintained at par. . 

This sentiment to-day would be char- 
acterized by the Republican party as the 
wild utterance of a silver fanatic if it had 
not appeared under its own sanction eo 
recently. Vet, it was the accurate utter- 
ances of the Republican party at that 
time. What inlluence can have caused 
repudiation of the sentiment in so short 
a period unless it is that of the Roths- 
childs, the Morgans, the Relmonts, the 
bond syndicates? At the dictation of 
these men the Republicans are now 
spending millions of dollars to undo the 
work they did in 1S!)2, and doting many 
previous years of the party's existence. 

Here is another quotation from this 
same text book : 

Until the year 1871 the I'nlted States coined 
both gold and silver freely in unlimited quanti- 
ties ; that Is. you could |take It to the mints of 
the Dotted States and reeelve for it a fixed, un- 
varying price: but in U7S, by the omission of 
the silver dollar from the coinage law prescrib- 
ing the silver coins of the I'nlted Slates to be 
thereafter coiued, and by the limitation of the 
legal tender of silver to 3">, silver was in ill'eei 
demonetized. BlUi it has never siim bun ristorid fully 

to the MeMtoa H in lit i" tii' Mfttfr BtaWfN system »/ 
this country. There has been much irrelevant 
controversy as to whether this was done iuten- 
tlonally. and after full discussion, or acciden- 
tally, so far as the majority of Congress were 
concerned, aud by the artful trick of certain 
persons interested in bringing about a gold 
standard. Such a controversy serves no useful 
purpose. At that time both silver and gold were 
at a large premium, specie payments not having 
been resumed, and paper mouey was the only 
currency. The important fact, hoinvcr, in that silrtr 
imh danamtized, ami it is of UttU sa rin in consldir- 
ing how it teas done. 

If the foregoing statement was true in 
1892, ia it not true to-day ? What has 
caused it to be a lie now, as the Republi- 
cans claim? Didn't they know what 
they were saying in 1898, or don't they 
know what they mean now ? Is it not 
evident that some mighty inlluence has 
been brought to bear to cause the change 
in attitude toward silver, and that geld 
is that influence? 
The Republican text book further says : 
The unlimited coinage of both metals had pre- 
vailed from the foundation of the government 
until that date, and yet on Juuc 30, ls7;s, there 
had been a total coinage of gl,011 l ti;W,r>57 of gold 

and only of silver. Unlimited silver 

hid not meant the debasement of the currency. 
The scarcity of the metal aud its free employ- 
ment as money by all nations except Kngland 
had given it a value lu comparison with gold 
that removed all risk of its free use in our 
coinage. *« <-** 

Then is a limn danger in the unnnalifled adojAion 
of fn gold atmdant, For, as tllver has beeu taken 
out of Europe's coinage, tin daimnd fur gold has 
enormously grown, aud grown lu a proportion 
much greater than the supply. Measuring both 
metals by the standard of commodities, It Is sub- 
stantially true to say that eak) hat ajpr«laa*J 
mm than silvir has dipm uil'd. In the silver-using 
countries silver will buy almost as much ol 



everything, except gold, as It would ten or a 
dozen years ago, and this fact sustains the de- 
mand for "cheaper" money. The adv> cates of 
the gold standard allege that the value of gold Is 
intrinsic, and that a certain quantity of gold 
bullion having a fixed value should bv the 
s'audnrd of exchange. TVil* tiwuM I* all mil 
enough 1/ anybody were ahle to insure that the supply 
woubt continually ineream in ratio with the increasing 
demand for it caused by growing fvninlution and com- 
merce, but, as a matter of fact, ft is decreasing in that 
ratio, and tlurrforc a man whoten years ago contracted 
a dibt which might then hare been discharged MM 
1,000 bushels of wheal, to-day must pay many more 
than 1,000 bushels of wheat to get himself free. Just as 
It Is true to say that the silver dollar, which was 
exchanged on an equality which gold fifteen 
years ago Is now worth but HO cents In gold, so it 
is true to say that an amount of wheat that 
would exchange fifteen years ago for a gold 
dollar Is worth much less to-day. 

Four years ago tho Republican text- 
book said, it will be observed, that "gold 
had appreciated more than silver has 
depreciated." To-day they deny that 
gold has appreciated at all. Four years 
ago they claimed that the reason the 
fanner could not get more for his wheat 
was because of the appreciation in the 
value of money. To-day they argue that 
the production and demand for the wheat 
are the only things having anything to 
do with the price. Let the farmer and 
the merchant who find their stock and 
their goods constantly depreciating in 
value consider the forgoing, and see what 
is the cause for it. The text-book goes 
on : 

The meaning of this is clear. The capitalist can 
incnasc his wealth by simply conniling it into gnld, 
putting it in a fault and holding it idli for a inrirs of

A Nine-Year Old Orphan Hoy Shoots 
self With a Pistol. 

Whitino Ind., Oct. 21. — James Hum- 
phrey, the y-year-old son of John Hum- 
phrey, who has been missing for four 
weeks, was found dead in the bushes 
near a saloon on the outskirts of town 
by Fred Fentensberg. The body was 
badly decomposed and was recogni/.i d 
only by the clothing worn. There WM 
a bullet hole in the head and a revolver 
lay by the side of the body, indicating 
thai death was self-intiicted. 

Bome months ago the child was taken 
from the children's home in Chicago 
and adopted by Mr. Humphrey. Last 
spring he ran away from here and was 
f ound near Lincoln park, Chicago, hav- 
ing walked the entire distance to get 
back to his old home. The little fellow 
demurred against bftng sent back to his 
farter parents, bat was returned here 
and lived with them till about a month 
ago, when he ran from the house and 
was not seen again alive.

A Telegraph Operator Appeals to the Law 

For Protection. 

Knightsville, Ind., Oct. 21.— Arthur 
Walton, telegraph operator at Harmony, 
caused a commission to be appointed to 
pass upon the mental soundness of Miss 
Jennie Frazer, 80 years old, a close 
neighbor, who had shown a decided 
preference for him despite all discour- 
agements. Walton alleged that his life 
was in danger, the young woman hav- 
ing frequently threatened to kill him, 
and had also threatened young women 
whose company he sought, and ho was 
supported in his allegations by several 
witneaies. 

Two physicians subjected her to a 
close examination, and the answers 
which she returned satis.'ied them that 
she was not wholly insane, and that she 
was not a fit subject for restraint. The 
commission was divided, one '■quire be- 
lieving her mind to be ail'ected, while 
the other thought the contrary. 

A Handsome Home Destroyed. 

BRASH, Ind., Oct. 21.— The magnifi- 
cent home of (i. W. Moore, the miller 
of Knightsville, a suburb of this city, 

was burned at an earlj hour yesterday 

morning. It is presumed that the flames 
originated from a defect in the furnace, 
and the building and contents were de- 
stroyed in the absence of the family. It 
was one of the finest houses in the coun- 
ty, being built recently by E. F. Sigler, 
the coal magnate. The loss is about 
$10,OUO; insurance, $1,1500. 

Murder Trial Postponed. 

English, Ind., Oct. 21.— The trial of 
William Graff . indicted for the murder 
of August C. Striegle, which occurred 
at Schnellville on the^Cth of last July, 
has been postponed until the December 
term. The defendant is but 20 years 
old. The dead man was 85 years old 
and a man of family. The quarrel origi- 
nated over the kind of a dance to fol- 
low on the progam, Striegle wanting a 
"square" dance, while Graff preferred 
a waltz. 

He Gets a New Trial. 

Albany. Oct. 21.— The court of ap- 
peals handed down a decision In which 
they grant ex-Inspector McLaughlin of 
the New York police force a new trial 
and allow him to move for a change of 
venue. McLaughlin was one of the 
officials investigated by the Lexow com- 
mittee. He was tried and convicted of 
accepting bribes.
